“Segregation of Negro and white blood in American Red Cross 
blood banks is an unscientific and dangerous practice,” the National 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties declared yesterday in a letter 
to Norman H. Davis, president of the American Red Cross. 

“The journal of the American Medical Association, in its current 
issue, points out that ‘Numerous chemical and serological investiga- 
tions have yielded no evidence that the blood of ome race can be 
distinguished from another race“ the letter states, adding that seg- 
regation still being practiced by the Red Cross Blood Donor Service 
“constitutes shockingly unscientific treatment of one of the wars

The federation letter, released today by George Marshall, acting
